If the treasury gold reserve la not to 
hp replenished by bond sales. It la cer- 
tain that It can't loot long. Foreigners 
would Immediately call for their loans 
and balances here, and holders of the 
$338,000,000 of outstanding greenbacks 
and treasury notes would quickly with- 
draw the $123,000,000 of gold now in the 
treasury, to either export or hoard it, 
and leave the holders of the remaining 
$800,000,000 to take their pay In silver. 

That this gold will almost Immedi- 
ately be exported Mr. Bryan admits. 
On September 20 at Tammany hall he 
raid: "You know that with golds* our 
enly primary money and the fact that 
the little quantity of gold con be 
drained away at a moment's notice by 
foreign creditors, it leaves ua," etc. 

As all our national bank notes are re- 
deemable in greenbacks they, too, 
would fall with greenbacks to a sliver 
basis. 

In short Mr. Bryan's election would, 
as soon as tjie present gold In the treas- 
ury is exhausted, put our currency on a 
silver basis, and all debts, except where 
otherwise expressly stipulated, would 
be paid In silver. 

It will be observed that this would all 
happen, even If no free coinage act 
should ever be passed. 

As interest on government bonds 
would henceforward be paid in silver, 
and also all dividends on stocks, foreign 
capital would dispose largely of their 
holdings in these, and thus necessitate 
further large remittances of gold. 

Their correspondents here and bor- 
rowers of foreign money, being called 
on to pay up, would be compelled to 
call in their loans and draw their bal- 
ances out of bank. 

All creditors in this country who pre- 
fer gold to silver dollars (which In- 
cludes the bulk of them) would demand 
all debts due them paid, and, getting 
greenbacks or treasury notes for their 
bank balances, would present them at 
the treasury for gold before it was too 
late. If Impossible to get gold they 
would buy sterling exchnnge or ex- 
change on Canada. It was reported 
that prior to October 1 over $6,000,000 In 
gold had already been deposited in 
Canadian bonks to avoid the risk of the 
coming election. 

In short, every man who had a dollar 
coming to him would want that dollar 
paid him while it was still worth 100 
cents and before it got to be worth but 
51.

Such a law could not be passed with- 
out the most desperate fight by the op- 
ponents of free silver. We could not rea- 
sonably expect that the bill would be- 
come a law before next September. 

Oold would go out, but no sliver 
would take It* place. Financial strin- 
gency would exist for nearly a year. Dur- 
ing oil of this time farmer* would have 
no crops to sell and could not get much) 
of the cheap silver money. They would, 
however, be paying allver prices for 
everything they have to buy.

Business activity would not return 
at once with restored currency, as 
credit la a creature of slow growth.

Shermah, Tex., Oct. 29. —A tornado 
originated about 5:15 o'clock Wednes- 
day evening near Farmington, 16 miles 
southwest of Sherman and, after torm- 
ina;, took a northeasterly course, pass- 
ing about three miles east of Sherman. 
It was seen by hundreds of people in 
this city. The usual tornado phe- 
nomena were prevalent. The ba- 
rometer registered 29.04, six point; 
lower than it did on MBy 
16, when the disastrous tornado 
visited this city. Citizens here were 
much excited and it was some time be- 
fore any effort was made to learn the 
extent of the damage. The first de- 
atructlve work of the storm was noted 
U miles southwest of Sherman, where 
it demolished a tenement house on the 
farm of Qeo. Puke. No one was 
hurt at that place and the tor- 
nado rose from the earth, strik- 
ing again at a point about four 
miles southeast of Sherman, where 
it demolished a tenement house on the 
farm of Jim Farrls, occupied by a fam- 
ily named Ilays. Four members of 
this family were seriously hurt, and It 
la reported that Mr. Hays' back Is 
broken. Several persons telephoned 
from suburban towns asking that 
•darchers be sent out to look for per- 
aona who are massing. Necessary 
articles have been sent out to care 
for the wounded. It was pitch dark 
soot* after the passage of the storm. A 
man who was in the Karris field li 
among the missing. Manager Mcllride. 
of the Western Union Telegraph Co , 
sighted the storm when it was just 
south of the city. Rml wired the Itanl- 
son office to that effect. Denison is 12 
miles north of here, and in 30 minutes 
Mr. Mcltrtde received a message stat- 
ing that the storm was passing east of 
Denison.

now under construction. There are 85
